lars. J leu ding a bearing in district 
court on an injunction sought by the 
coal com panies to prevent the sale 
of th is property to satisfy the w ar­ 
rants. 
W hile th e revenue under the gross 
production section of the law 
will 
am ount this year to about $125,000 it 
probably will Ive only a sm all part 
of the funds derived from (the law* 
when the provisions of a gross rev­ 
enue tax on public service corpora­ 
tions are put in operation. Under the 
gross revenue provisions public se r­ 
vice corporations are required to pay 
tax on their gross receipts for each 
fiscal year. W here such eorjiorations 
do business wholly within The state 
the tax is com puted on their total 
gross receipts. 
W here corporations 
do an inter-state business the tax is 
to (be computed in such proportion as 
th e gross receipt from business in 
Oklahoma bear to the total gross re­ 
ceipts of (the conjurations. 
Although 
the law' w as enacted by the first legis­ 
lature the conjurations named in the 
law are required to pay their first 
anim al assessm ent for the fiscal vear 
ending June 30. 1909, and for each 
fiscal year thereafter. Such tax is 
made due and collectible on or l>e- 
jtfore the first day of Ocloljer of each 
year, so the first tax collection under 
this branch of the law will occur the 
first of Octol>er next.
